Leaving, the children clutched gift Party Packets con- 
taining small toys and other treats, contributed by the 
Washington Circle Drug Store, and books supplied by 
citizens and the District News Service of Greater Wash- 
ington. The books were festively wrapped in elegant 
foil paper supplied through the kindness of Mr. Frank 
Jones of the Aluminum Company of America. 

Entertainment was offered by the Brass Ensemble 
of the D. C. Youth Orchestra, and by Reverend 
F. Everett Abbott of St. Mary’s, who led a program 
of Christmas carols and was captured on TV tape by 
the cameras of station WTOP. 

“The wonderful people of the Library” were singled 
out for Mrs. Simon’s praise, and she points out that 
library facilities are sure to be better used now that so 
many youngsters have become so pleasantly acquainted 
with them. A surplus of funds collected for the party 
will be donated to the West End Branch, she noted. 

In addition, the FBA donated $25 to the D. C. 


Youth Orchestra for use in its Musical Tutoring Pro- 
gram; and a surplus of books was given to the Chil- 
dren’s Waiting Room at the Department of Public 
Welfare, which assisted in running the party. 

Finally, Mrs. Simon expressed her gratitude to the 
members of her Committee for their hard work in the 
short time allowed them. It is quite likely, however, 
that the infectious industry and enthusiasm of Mrs. 
Simon herself were largely responsible for the out- 
standing participation of others whose contributions 
she praises so freely. 


CONGRESSMAN MATHIAS TO SPEAK

Congressman Charles McC. (“Mac”) Mathias, Jr., 
a key member of the House District Committee, will 
speak at the upcoming Foggy Bottom Association meet- 
ing on Monday, January 29. 

A staunch home-rule advocate and friend of our 
City, Congressman Mathias is a liberal Republican 
from Maryland’s nearby Sixth District. He was born 
on July 24, 1922, in Frederick, Md., and was educated 
in the schools of that pleasant city before attending 
Haverford College. 

Congressman Mathias also attended Yale University, 
and received a law degree from the University of Mary- 
land. During World War II he enlisted in the Navy, 
won a commission, and saw sea duty in the Pacific area. 

Entering politics on the local level, Mathias has 
served as Assistant Attorney General of Maryland and 
City Attorney of Frederick. He was elected to the 
Maryland House of Delegates in 1958, and the U.S. 
Congress in 1960. He and his wife, the former Ann 
Hickling Bradford, have two sons—Charles Bradford 
and Robert Fiske.
